Major General James W. Meier, ‘58, USAF, retired, will lead a tribute to the 9 AMA men 
who were killed in the Vietnam War. The general will speak during Founder's Day ceremonies 
on Saturday 7 May during Reunion 2000. General Meier had service as an F-4 pilot flying 77 
combat missions during the Vietnam War. 

The Founder's Day program is only part of 
an extremely busy Reunion 2000 weekend. 
The AMA Alumni House and Museum will 
have its ribbon cutting on Saturday morning. 
The annual Awards Banquet will be held 
Friday evening, a pizza party and dance 
takes place Saturday night, and early 
arrivals are invited to a reception at White 
Hall on Thursday evening.

Museum will be a work in progress 
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Work proceeds to have AMA Alumni 
House “90 per cent” ready for reunion 


As Reunion 2000 approaches, work is accelerating on 
the renovation of the 1870 Roller-Robinson House which 
will become the AMA Alumni House and Museum. 

Jon Casafsky, who is supervising the work, says that the 
house will be “90 per cent ready in time for Reunion 2000.” 
He and AMA Alumni Association officials caution that the 
AMA Museum itself will be in the process of organization 
when the reunion rolls around. 

The sprinkler system has been roughed in and the house 
has passed electrical, HVAC and water inspections by 
county officials. The dry wall is up and floor sanding was 
scheduled to begin in a matter of days. 

A copper roof has been installed over the entire edifice, 
including the 2 room addition which had not been planned 
for in the original design. The Pentecostal Church, owners 
of the AMA buildings and grounds, had insisted that the 
house be separated from the Mess Hall. This gave AMA 2 
additional rooms, 13’ X 15’ each, one over top of the other. 
(see photo at right) When the separation was 
accomplished, the church demolished the Mess Hall. 

“The additional rooms required some serious new under- 
pinning,” said Cesafsky. “We had to jack up the bay 
window, put cement beneath it, and lower the window back 
into place. They did many strange things to this old house 
as it went through being a home, a library, and an area for 
the AMA band.” 

Cesafsky says that the interior of the house will be 
finished in time for the reunion. “/’m not sure there will be 
shelving and display cases for the museum items, but | 
hope to have the inside in pristine condition for AMA 
alumni to visit during the reunion.”

Cornice work on the house should be completed by mid- 
March and the siding will go on after that. “We plan to paint 
as we go, covering the part of the house we have just 
completed, then painting more as we get more done,” 
Cesafsky reported. 

Work on the rear porch is under way, which includes a 
mandated wheelchair accessible ramp. The last thing to be 
done on the outside will be construction of the front porch 
as the house looked 130 years ago with a balustrade 
across the porch roof. To assure accuracy Cesafsky had 
an 1880 photo of the house digitally enhanced so he can 
copy the balustrade design faithfully. 

AMA alumnus Bookie Westbrook, 
‘60, will install period wallpaper in the 
front parlor. (see diagram on page 12) 
Two other alumni have been working 
on the remodel also. Jim Sharpe, ‘80, 
and Scott Wheatley, ‘83, both are 
working as construction assistants to 
Cesafsky. 

“We are delighted that we have 
made so much progress in these past 
few months,” said AMA Alumni 
Association President Goodloe 
Saunders, ‘57. “In spite of some cold 
weather and bureaucratic holdups by 
county inspectors, we have gotten the 
main job done. The house is stabi- 
lized and quite livable. It has kept its 
1870 look, but has all the convenien- 
ces of the Year 2000. It’s something 
every AMA alumnus can be proud of.”

Neil “Mac” Macliver, ‘61, was one of 
the first Americans to die in the war. 
He was killed by hostile small arms fire 
on 29 May 1963. The last Augusta 
cadet to die in Vietnam was Major 
Charles Vanderbilt Lang, ‘59, whose

told the cadets to take the day off, a 
tradition which continued all the years 
of his life. After his death in 1907, the 
date was set aside to remember with 
thanks Professor Roller’s great works.

General Lee 
became President of Washington 
College (later Washington and Lee) 
where he served until his death in 
1870. Charles S. Roller, Sr. returned 
home to Augusta County where he 
began teaching Confederate veterans 
in the fall of 1865. From this humble 
beginning came the school we know 
as the Augusta Military Academy

If you walk down through 
the oaks past “Harris No. 1” oil well, you 
can see Bill's Bridge, a marvel of Texas 
engineering. Bill sold his cattle due to the prolonged 
drought, but a neighbor still keeps a longhorn available for 
photos of a REAL Texan 

In nearby Round Top, population 81, there are cultural 
opportunities that would surprise even the most jaded. 
Festival Hill is ranked with Tanglewood and Lincoln Cen- 
ter in the quality of its musical offerings, and the Univer- 
sity of Texas’ Shakespeare Theater at Winedale is lo- 
cated on a ranch once owned by Bill's family. There also 
is an open air museum featuring a collection of early 
settlers’ homes, which have been relocated to downtown 
Round Top. For those interested in antiques, Round Top 
is famous for its antique shows which bring hundreds of 
dealers and thousands of visitors to the area several 
times a year. 

We spent the better part of one day visiting Czech 
churches, both Lutheran and Catholic, which are so 
elaborately decorated as to bring to mind the baroque 
churches of southern Germany. Chicken-fried steak is to 
Texas what hot dogs are to Coney Island, so we ended 
the tour with steaks at Frank’s where they have over 60 
years experience in frying the things. As with the hot 
dogs, some consumers are more enthusiastic than others!

Sounder wins wide approval 
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AMA’s Bill Armstrong writes timeless epic 


The New York Times called it the best children’s novel of 
1969. The 1972 Walt Disney movie starred Cicely Tyson 
and both it and Ms. Tyson received 
Academy Award nominations that 
year. The Richmond Times-Dispatch 
called it one of the 100 best movies 
of the 20" Century. The novel won 
the Newberry Medal in 1970 for “the 
most distinguished contribution to 
literature published for children...” 

The book and movie were 
Sounder, written by a 55-year-old 
Lexington native who, as a young 
man, was entertained by a neighbor 
who told him stories about a loyal 
coon dog and the animal's 
exceptional bark. Bill Armstrong, 
‘32, drew on his recollection of this 
tale to write a story centering around 
Sounder, the dog, and the poor black 
sharecroppers who own him. The 
story began to form in his mind even 
as he marched across the Fort 
Defiance campus. 

The book quickly became a classic 
as a moving portrayal of resilience 
and hope in the face of profound 
human tragedy. Decades later, the 
story still rings true as strong-spirited 
people continue to battle the evils of 
prejudice. 

Set in Louisiana, the story tells of 
an African-American father who, 
having no food for his family, steals a 
ham one night. When the sheriff 
comes to arrest him, Sounder goes to 
his master's defense and is shot. The 
father is taken to prison, and the dog 
drags himself into the woods, 
apparently to die. But, months later, 
Sounder reappears, emaciated and 
mutilated, and according to June

FAMILY FAVORITES 


THE 1972 MOVIE earned an Academy Award nomina- 
tion for best picture and a best actress nomination for 


injustice by staying down at The Fort” and not being 
involved in many Corps activities. Upon his graduation from 
Augusta, Bill went to 
Hampden-Sydney

Harper 
published Study is 
Hard Work in 1956 
and Through 
Troubled Waters in 
1957. After Barron's 
published 87 Ways 
to Help Your Child 
in School in 1961, 
Armstrong won the 


Book Review, “prefigures the 
eventual condition of his master.” 

Armstrong said that while the story was about a black 
family, it could have been about any family of any race or 
origin. “Except for the sheriff's statement about being 
black, it could just as easily have been a poor white 
family,” he told a reporter. 

Grew up in Rockbridge County 

Armstrong's father was a farmer in Rockbridge County 
(VA). Young Bill came to AMA in the fall of 1929, just a 
month before the stock market crash. He was a day 
student and the 1932 Recall lamented that “Bill did us a big

in 1963. His other works include Barefoot in the Grass, a 
biography of Grandma Moses; The Education of Abraham 
Lincoln; and several books of poetry. 

At Kent, Armstrong was as famous for shepherding 
generations of students through the mysteries of the 
ancient world as he was for keeping purebred Corriedale 
sheep on a rocky hillside in Connecticut near the house he 
built entirely with his own hands. “/ always have preferred 
stone masonry and carpentry to writing,” he once said.

The Winter 2000 issue of The 
Bayonet carried a photo of the Roller 
Rifles marching some time, some- 
where in the rain. 

Claiborne Willcox, ‘61, was quick 
to identify the ‘61 Rifles, commanded 
by 1% Captain Jim Crawford, ‘61. 
“The event ” says Willcox, “was the 
George Washington Birthday Parade 
in Alexandria where AMA won several 
awards for best band, best dressed, 
precision, and more...” 

Willcox gives much credit to the 
1960-61 AMA Band which he com- 
manded. “The Roller Rifles looked 
good because they followed and 
marched to the cadence of that great 
AMA Band which the parade officials 
had a hard time categorizing... It was 
not a high school band nor a college 
band, so AMA's Band was classified 
as ‘Armed Forces.’ 

Beat the Marine Band 

“This meant that we competed 
against the Army, Navy, Air Force, 
and the ‘President's Own,’ the US 
Marine Band... and AMA beat them 
all!” \n fact, the AMA Band netted a 
score of 99.6 with the Marine Band 
coming in second at 96.0. Willcox said 
the Augusta musicians “had 4 Sousa- 
phones with dented albeit shined 
bells... yet, we beat the Marine Band!” 

Willcox had sent a scouting party 
ahead to see who was in the 
reviewing stand. The spy reported that 
a general was in the stands and that 
he rated “Ruffles and Flourishes” 
when the band passed in review. 
AMA's band was the only band to 
render these honors, “to the chagrin 
of the Marines.”

Americans, blessed as we are for having grown up ina 
free country with generations of liberty and independence 
behind us, may find it difficult to understand why a young 
man or woman, freed of the Communist yolk, would not 
embrace warmly what we know as the free market system. 

But such is the case in many East European countries, 
once dominated by the Soviet Union, and now 
struggling to digest freedom. Parents and in some 
cases grandparents knew only the Communist 
way, and the move to democracy meant 
displacements and at least temporary loss of 
jobs. 

Ambassador John “Jock” Shirley, ‘49, who 
spent World War II stranded in Hungary, came to 
love the country and its generous people and was 
distressed at the many “misfortunes which befell 
the country during and after the war.” He 
determined to bridge the gap in that former 
Communist state so that students and business- 
men can together plan for Hungary's positive 
economic future. 

English and American parents 

Jock was born in England. His father, an 
American, was a descendant of Massachusetts 
Governor William Shirley. His mother, 91, who is 
English, now lives in Palm Springs. The parents 
did not stay together and Jock lived for the first 6 
years of his life in Sussex with his Grandfather, a 


a transit visa from the pro-German French Vichy govern- 
ment stopped them. They finally got a transit visa in 
November and tried to leave Hungary on 11 December 
which just happened to be the day Hitler declared war on 
the United States. They were interned in Hungary as 
enemy aliens for the rest of the war.

On Jock's birth certificate, his father was 
described as “a man of independent means,” 
which indeed, he was. In 1932, Mr. 
Shirley had a boat built for himself in 
Scotland and until World War II interfered, 
cruised the world at his pleasure. 

When Jock’s grandfather passed away 
in 1937, his father fetched him and life 
began on the sea. They sailed to France 
where Jock attended boarding school in 
Normandy for a year. They then sailed 
south through Gibraltar and Jock spent 
the next year at a boarding school in Nice 
where he had his “first whiff of war” in the 
spring of 1939 as French Moroccan 
troops were garrisoned nearby. That 
summer, they travelled past Sicily on the 
way to Albania and finally to Yugoslavia 
where they were when Germany invaded 
Poland on 1 September 1939. 

Jock attended boarding school in 
Croatia (later Yugoslavia) for 2 years until 
the Germans invaded in April of 1941. 
The Shirleys fled to Hungary where they

Jock says that he and his father 
were well treated during the war by 
their Hungarian hosts. Though he 
spoke not a word of Hungarian, he 
was enrolled at a secondary school in 
Sarospatak. He heard his father and 
the ill-tempered headmaster “speaking 
in English, arranging my life as | 
stood and listened...” 

Schoolyard fights 

“I got into lots of fights in school 
upholding American and British 
interests against my pro-German 
classmates," he recalls. But during 
this time, in spite of bloody noses and 
blackened eyes on both Axis and 
Allies, Jock came to love the 
Hungarian people and their customs. 

After the Germans entered Hungary 
in 1944, the country was subjected to 
bombing raids by both the Americans 


got as far as Budapest before the lack of 1949 Recall and British, and the young Jock who 
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had endured so many schoolyard battles on behalf of his 
parental nations, found himself living in the basement of the 
old British Legation to escape their bombs. 


these skills might be better employed in the Foreign 
Service, so Jock enrolled at Georgetown University on a 
course that would make him one of the premier soldiers in 


He lived in Hungary long enough to 
see the brutality of the Russian 
occupiers at first hand and to develop 
a lifelong antipathy toward 
Communist totalitarianism. With the 
War now over, Jock and his father 
departed for Czechoslovakia “where 
father hoped to reconnect with his 
pre-war flame who just happened to 
have been Miss Czechoslovakia.” To 
Jock’s dismay, the lady was located. 

In 1946, they left Europe for 
America. There were relatives in 
Maryland and one of them had 
attended Augusta. So, it was another 
year, another school for Jock. In 
September of 1946, he arrived in Fort 
Defiance. 

Life at Augusta 

Sixteen-year-old Jock had been 
used to the ways of the European

the Cold War. 

The U.S. Air Force came knocking 
and Jock went on active duty where 
he was immediately put into 
Intelligence. He served out of uniform 
as a GS-9 in Munich and Kassel, 
Germany. 

His first Foreign Service assignment 
was as Assistant Cultural Attaché in 
the American Consulate in Zagreb, 
Yugoslavia. He had other assignments 
in Belgrade, Rome and New Delhi. He 
was the Press Attaché in both Italy 
and India. He later was Officer in 
Charge of India, Nepal and Ceylon 
Affairs, and then became Policy 
Officer for the U.S. Information 
Agency (USIA) for the Near East and 
South Asia. 

He went to Poland as Chief of the 
Press and Cultural Section in the 
American Embassy and subsequently 


boarding schools. “Someone polished 

our shoes. Someone washed and 

ironed our laundry. Someone made our beds... It was just 
the way things were and | never gave it any thought...” 

There must then have been some trauma when he found 
out how things were done at Augusta. “We were expected 
to do everything (at AMA)... washing our windows, waxing 
our floors, cleaning our rifles... This was the preferable 
system. We learned how to take care of ourselves.” 

“Jack Russell and Jim Shively were my roommates my 
freshman year and the late Frank Conley was my 
roommate my senior year,” Jock recalls. He spent 2 
summers at Camp Kannata so he could graduate from 
AMA in 3 years. “/ had great respect for Major Deane... he 
understood me and he could also see right through me!” 

Jock was much impressed with the teaching skills of 
Lieutenant Savedge and thought PMS&T Sergeant 
Michaels to be “a general among NCO’s... always ramrod 
straight and every inch the 
soldier when he wore his 
dress blues for Sunday 
parade.” 

His AMA diploma in hand, 
it was now time to decide 
what to do with the rest of 
his life. He had 2 major 
interests: becoming a military 
professional like his grand- 
father, or becoming a 
diplomat. The young man 
was, and is, fluent in English, 
Hungarian, French, Italian 
and German and could get 
by in Polish and Serbo- 
Croatian. It seemed that

became Director for Soviet and East 
European Affairs at USIA in 1973. 

He returned to Rome in 1977 as Counselor for Public 
Affairs and in 1980 was promoted to the rank of Career 
Minister in the Foreign Service of the United States. Ronald 
Reagan was elected President that autumn, and on the day 
before Reagan was inaugurated, Richard Allen, the 
President-elect's National Security Advisor, asked Jock to 
become the acting Director of the USIA. 

Running the USIA 

Jock inherited 10,000 employees who were scattered 
worldwide in every American embassy and consulate. The 
agency, with an $800 million dollar budget, was never 
headed before, nor has it since, by a career diplomat. 

In 1983, before being named an ambassador, Jock had 

a year-long sabbatical which he used to teach Post-1945 
East Central European history at Wesleyan University, 
concentrating on what hap- 
pens when there is a 
politicized intelligentsia in a 
totalitarian state. 
1984, John William 
Shirley was named United 
States Ambassador to 
Tanzania where he served 
until 1986. 

After retiring, he worked 
with Senator Bob and Libby 
Dole to get American aid to 
Poland. The Poles needed 
everything from surgical latex 
gloves (Jock arranged for a 
million pair) to soy milk to 
American expertise in run-

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Townsend’s bottle travels 30,000 miles 


Two weeks before Christmas 1997, 
Guy Townsend, ‘54, put his business 
card in each of 4 tightly recorked wine 
bottles and set them afloat in the 
Pamunkey and Mattaponi Rivers near 
his Prince William County, VA home. 
He offered a 5 dollar 
reward to anyone who 
found one of the bottles 
and responded to him 
by mail 

Two years passed 
with no response. 
Then, in early 
February, Guy received 
a letter with a beautiful 
but unfamiliar stamp. 
The return address was 
Vanuatu. 

Guy, who is in the 
tree nursery business 
in King William County, 
figured it was someone 
ordering trees. He had 
never heard of Vanuatu 
but he was even more 
surprised when he 
opened the envelope. 

The note came from what appeared 
to be a schoolboy whose name is 
Mikel. The handwritten letter was in a 
foreign language with an English 
translation by Mikel’s teacher at the 
bottom of the young man's letter. 

Vanuatu, it turns out, is off the coast 
of Australia! 

Guy's “message in a bottle” ap- 
parently traveled some 30,000 miles 
over 25 months, probably down the 
Virginia rivers into Chesapeake Bay, 
across the Atlantic, then was carried 
south along the African coast by the 
Canary and Guinea Currents, back 
across the Atlantic and down the east 
coast of South America and thence 
into the Pacific where the Peru, South 
Equatorial and Eastern Australian 
Currents took it to its final destination. 
Oceanographer says it’s possible 

Far fetched? Not so says a pro- 
fessor of oceanography at Old 
Dominion University in Norfolk. If the 
bottle found all the right currents, says 
the professor, it could very well have 
made the journey. Says he, “This is 
either a great hoax or a great story of 
the bottle’s voyage... The rule of 


thumb is that a floating object in the 
ocean will travel 3 to 4 miles per hour, 
So it could very well have floated that 
far in 2 years.” 

Mikel says in his letter that he found 
the bottle on a beach near his house. 


WAY - W. Guy 
Townsend, ‘54, points to the place on the globe 
where a wine bottle he set afloat in a Virginia river 
turned up on a South Pacific island. 


His friends recognized that the 
business card was in English and 
assumed initially that it had come from 
Australia or New Zealand, but another 
friend told him it had come all the way 
from America. 

“lam a little scared to believe 
because America is a much long way 
from Vanuata,” he wrote to Guy. 

Educational experience 

Mikel’s letter has been an_ in- 
teresting educational experience for 
Townsend. He went on the internet to 
learn that Vanuatu was formerly called 
the New Hebrides Islands and had 
been governed by the British and 
French until they won their inde- 
pendence in 1980. “It looks like a 
beautiful place to visit,” Guy said. 

As he promised back in 1997, Guy 
has put a 5 dollar U.S. bill in an 
envelope with a letter to Mikel to thank 
him for responding. 

An amazing story of a voyage of 25 
months and perhaps 30,000 miles 
(more than the circumference of the 
Earth) for Guy’s little wine bottle, 
dropped in a Virginia river on a 
December day, and nearly forgotten. 


President’s Council

“The AMA Alumni House and 
Museum will shelter the most 
precious of AMA memorabilia in the 
place where Colonel Tom Roller 
and General Charles Roller, Jr. were 
born," Saunders said. “All contribu- 
tions to this effort will have a lasting 
impact on AMA's legacy.”

Jock Shirley (from page 24) 
ning orphanages, hospitals and other 
such institutions. 

Jock had attended Sarospataki 
Reformatus Gimnazium in Sarospatak, 
Hungary from 1941 until 1944. When 
he left Hungary in 1944, he was not to 
see the school again for 45 years. He 
has since instituted a scholarship 
program at his old school with 11 
children being helped in the 1992-93 
school year. This year, there are 320 
scholarships, and Jock is in Hungary 
to help administer the program from 
mid-February until mid-May. 

He helped create another program 
to help young people hostile to the 
free market system see the benefits of 
freedom and liberty. Business Ma 
Mindenkinek (BUMM) has established 
contacts between places of learning 
and the business community in 
Hungary with businessmen now invited 
to go into the schools to talk about the 
free market and the opportunities it 
heralds. BUMM is providing summer

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Remembering Dr. John Morris, ‘49

If | said that John Morris, ‘49, was a good friend for my 
first 2 years at AMA it would be an exaggeration. He was 
a junior after 4 years at AMA; a 1* lieutenant and one of 
the comers in the school while | was a bumbling, chubby 
new cadet kid whose first year in public high school was 
such a disaster that | repeated it, in its entirety, including 
wood shop, at AMA. 

John was First Captain, Roller Rifles, Honor Committee, 
Honor Roll... all of it... when | was a sophomore and he 
was a senior. What would a person who was staring 
Algebra | in the face for the third time have in common with 
a person who, as the saying became, had it all? Not much. 

What | remember of John during my second year was 
that he seemed always to have a ready 
smile, a genuinely hearty laugh and a 
“Hi” for everyone. Tall, rail thin, even in 
later life he walked about as though he 
were marching, yet it was not an 
affected strut. It was simply a habit from 
someplace much earlier in his life back 
in Clinton, New York. If there is such a 
thing as an archetype First Captain, 
John was it. Though somewhat elegant 
looking even in those formative years, 
he was not a snob as were many of our 
schoolmates who took their rank and 
seniority far more seriously than their 
talents warranted. But with his natural 
friendliness, his grace and all else that 
went with being respected, he was one 
of those who, when he was graduated, 
would leave a void in our collective 
lives. However, as kids, the idea of 
meeting in later years was, if anything, 
an afterthought 

Not so coincidental meetings 

Such wasn’t so in our case even though neither of us 
would travel to see one another or make telephone calls or 
write letters to catch up. For us, it was simply a matter of 
being in the right place at the right time and it happened 
regularly enough to put to the test the notion that it might 
not have been all that coincidental. Each time it happened, 
anew memory formed. 

During school summers | worked in the gas station that 
was a part of my father's Ford dealership in New Jersey. 
One afternoon, a car pulled up to the gas pumps and out 
stepped a young Marine officer. | trotted over to see if | 
could help. 

“Fill it, please,” said he. “Yessir,” said |. 

| felt as though | should salute. Here was what seemed 
like a fresh, new 2™ lieutenant in starched kakhis, wool 
overseas cap perched forward and precisely centered 
between, and one finger’s width above, the line of his 
eyebrows. | was wearing a greasy mechanic's uniform with

an embroidered Ford patch over the right shirt pocket and 
Hap over the left. 

The young officer looked at me as if a little puzzled, and 
a few seconds later, | heard my name: “Hap?” As he 
walked up to me as | was beginning to pump the gas, it hit 
me too: “Um... yeah. John Morris? ” 

We chatted for a while and | introduced John to my 
father who was duly impressed. John was on his way home 
after his final summer in the PLC (the Marine Platoon 
Leaders course at Quantico, VA for talented college 
students). He had graduated the day before and was 
headed home before reporting for active duty. On the 
return trip to Quantico, he stopped by for another hello and 
a tank full of gas. 

Later, as a sophomore at Delaware (after 4 years in the 
Air Force), | walked into an English 
literature class and there he was 
Professor John Morris. His official rank 
was that of instructor since he had not 
yet earned the coveted PhD, but rules 
and decorum in those days in college 
classrooms demanded behavior identi- 
cal to that required by the most senior 
full professor. 

Born to the classroom 

John had finished his obligation to the 
Marines and with a freshly minted 
masters degree from Columbia he had 
begun what would become a distin- 
guished academic career. That year and 
the next, we saw each other regularly, 
caught up on old acquaintances and 
told tales of AMA. Although a rookie 
teacher to be sure, his tentative ways 
were replaced in barely a few weeks 
with those of a person born to the 
classroom. What can one say about a 
person who unraveled the mysteries of Shakespeare and 
Jane Austin into something | cared about and actually 
remembered! | got B's in the courses | had looked at with 
dread when the school year began. 

Several years later, after | had gone into textbook 
publishing, | was walking across the Columbia University 
campus near the English building and rushing down the 
steps... you guessed it... John Morris. He seemed in a 
terrible rush and we did not spend much time talking about 
old times. Years later, | learned he was on his was to his 
oral exams for his PhD which, by the way, was granted 
with distinction. 

We saw each other a couple of times at academic 
meetings thereafter, but when | left publishing in 1971 it 
seemed remote to me that we would ever meet again. | 
became a small time contractor in New Jersey and John 
became a full professor at Washington University in St. 
Louis. But when my mother forwarded to me a notice of the 
inaugural meeting of the rejuvenated Augusta Military 
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Academy Alumni Association in 1970, the picture on the 
front was of John and other alumni enjoying the sorts of 
libations about which Colonel Roller would have had 
apoplexy. 

| called Sid Taylor, 
‘51, early in the 
spring of 1971 and 
ask if he wanted to go 
to Fort Defiance for 
the next reunion. | 
had stayed in touch 
with Sid over the 
years and after 
seeing John's photo | 
began what has be- 
come an almost un- 
ending string of 
annual trips back to 
our reunions. 

John didn’t return

suddenly, there he 


was, A few years back, he came to the reunion. By then, 
he was retired from Washington University and had moved 
to rural North Carolina where he was enjoying retirement 
and writing his memoirs. 

As retirees do, we recapped our lives. In the relatively 
obscure world of academic poets, John had reached the 
pinnacle; a respected, well published prize winning poet 
with the rank of Distinguished Professor and, from all 
reports, a brilliant and spellbinding lecturer. 

A final and lasting memory 

My final and most lasting memory of John Morris is from 
‘one of those typically long evenings in the hospitality room 
after the Saturday night reunion banquet. It was late and 
Jim Starnes, ‘50, Gordon Metz, ‘68, John and | burned 
the candle short into the night. John said good night and 
headed for his room. 

A few minutes later, | heard John’s voice: “Hap, could 
you come here?” | responded with words like, “Sure, John. 
What's up?”, or something equally clever. 

“| can't get this damned card to open my door.” 

| followed him down the hall, slipped the card into the 
slot, saw the green light blink, and in he went. | never saw 
him again. Later that year, he died of cancer. My final 
memory of John, after more than 45 years of perhaps not 
so coincidental meetings, was of the two of us, our motor 
skills clearly inhibited by an abundance of high test spirits, 
wandering down a dimly lit hallway so that one could help 
the other open a door. It's a memory, in a lifetime of more 
harsh memories, that | treasure for no other reason than 
whenever | think of it, it makes me smile.

Only if you de- 
cide that you want that information to 
be made public will the amount be 
known. 

The pledge can be incorporated in 
a will or an expression of intent to a 
trusted family member. The benefits 
can take the form of cash, insurance 
proceeds, stock, bonds, or other such

property. Some alumni have put AMA 
into a Charitable Remainder Trust, or 
other such instrument. 

The Roller Society was approved at 
the 1998 reunion. The goal was to 
secure at least $500,000 in an- 
nounced commitments so that AMA’s 
scholarship programs can be funded 
in perpetuity.
